That does not alter the fact 
that each person should have a 
doctor who knows him person-. 
ally. -However there is even 
greater reason for the parents 
of young children to establish 
as early as possible a close al- 
lance with a doctor. 

There will almost certainly be 
times when young parents will 
need urgently a doctor’s advice. 

If the doctor concerned has 
prior knowledge of, a child’s 
idiosyncracies or weaknesses he 
is much better able to help.
